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HAT are the stars made of? 
This is one of the first 
questions asked by child­ 
hood. 
It was one of the first 
questions asked in the childhood of 
the hum an race. 
And in a few years 
it is going to be answered, say sci­ 
entists. 
H arvard university, or, more speci­ 
fically, Miss Annie Cannon of the H a r­ 
vard observatory, is solving the riddle 
th at has puzzled man through all his 
millions of ages, solving it by means 
of a telescope, a prism and a camera. 
Since October, 1911, she has been at 
tiie work. 
In about two years more 
she will finish it. and in something like 
five years the observatory will publish 
the results. 
When M is s Cannon has 
completed her stupendous task one of 
the most vital achievements of astron­ 
omy, ancient or modern, will have been 
accomplish«»«!. 
The stars will have 
been analyzed, numbered and card cat­ 
alogued! 
in two years the stars' secrets will 
be so well known at H arvard observa­ 
tory, it is hoped, that when an astron­ 
om er writes for information about the 
little pin point of light near the handle 
tip of the dipper, for instance, or about 
some other spark that cannot even be 
seen without a 
powerful 
telescope. 
H arvard observatory will simply turn 
to its card index. 
On the card that 
bears the number of the star in ques­ 
tion there will be a few lines of neatly 
written data telling exactly of what 
the pin point light is made. There are 
to be about lOOJXHl of these cards when 
the classification is finished. 
They will 
Include every star that can be seen and 
photographed through a telescope and 
prism. 
Can See Only About 2,000. 
“Perhaps this seems a small num ­ 
ber.” said M is s Cannon when sh e had 
been induced to talk about her work 
for a little while, “b u t although i>eo- 
ple think they can see millions of 
stars on a clear night, as a m atter of 
fact the human eye can discern only 
about 2,000.” 
In order to give Miss Cannon every 
|K>ssible assistance in her task of ana­ 
lyzing 100,000 stars her departm ent at 
the H arvard observatory has been re­ 
duced to a rigid business basis. 
When 
the work was new she could analyze 
at the rate of 1,000 stars in three 
years. 
Now she analyzes 5,000 stars In 
one month, 2oo stars an hour. 
On 
Jan. 1 she had examined about <55.000, 
which means about two-fifths of the 
work is completed. 
“H arvard is the only place that has 
complete material for this work, and 
Miss Cannon is the only person in the 
world -man or woman- who can do 
the work so quickly,” said Professor 
Edw ard C. Pickering, director of the 
observatory, in speaking about the im­ 
portance of Miss Cannon’s achieve­ 
ment. 
“The results will have a bear­ 
ing on a great many departm ents of 
astronomy, especially on 
the speed 
with which stars move through space.”

could be more extraordinary than the 
plain scientific fact. 
Pictures are taken of the sky, each 
photograph being taken through a tel­ 
escope and also through a prism. 
The 
prism breaks up the rays of light from 
each star and thus gives the spectrum 
of every one. 
With the photographing 
Miss Cannon has nothing to do. 
Her 
task is to examine the photographic 
plate through a magnifying glass. 
To 
the 
novice 
the 
photographic 
plate 
shows merely an indiscriminate sprin­ 
kling of tiny horizontal streaks. 


Heiroglyphs Deciphered. 


Of course the colors of each star’s 
spectrum so 
beautiful 
when 
seen 
through telescpj»e and prism—-do not 
show 
upon 
the photographic 
plate. 
But as it happens the colors are not 
the important part. 
Across the hori­ 
zontal streaks of the spectrum run at 
intervals tiny vertical lines of greater 
or less breadth and intensity. 
It is 
these lines crossing the spectrum ver­ 
tically that are the index to the con­ 
stitution of the star. 
T h e s e peculiar vertical scratches are 
the hieroglyphs which, deciphered by 
such an expert as Miss Cannon, tell of 
chemicals in the star’s composition 
They mean hydrogen, calcium, helium, 
iron, all the elements known to us and 
- as appears from peculiar lines not 
familiar among those made bv earthly 
chemicals they 
mean some element 
not yet discovered in the earth.

2,500 photographic 
plates. 8 by 10 inches, to “cover” the 
whole sky.

two stars where it was thought only 
one existed.

“It might seem that examining an 
hourly average of 200 streaks with ver­ 
tical lines through them would not be 
interesting work,” says Miss Cannon

welcomed,

in shouts of “ Viva Diaz.’’

of G enerals Felix Diaz and B ernard o : 
Reyes. 
Both of these m en w'ere then 
tak en to the palace by the troops, fol-

lowed by huge crow ds shouting for 
, Diaz and R eyes and “ D eath to Ma­ 
dero.” T he ir arrival at the palace w as j 
m ark ed by the e nthusia stic thousands 
of com m on people thronging contin­ 
ually into the plaza, on the e a st side 
of 
which 
stand s 
the 
governm ental 
buildings. T he cavalry, w as ab out 500 : 
strong and the infantrym en lined up 
the full length of the palace, alm ost 
! 700 feet. 
O the r troops w ere lying on j 
the paving in sk irm ish order. 
A body ; 
¡ of m ounted police w ere stationed at 
the south end of the palace, w here 
Diaz stood watching. 


S ig n a l F o r a G eneral Fight. 
Suddenly the south door of the pal­ 
ace, k now'n as the presid ent’s « loor. ¡ 
flashed open and from w ithin cam e 
the re port of a rifle. 
At the sam e irio- 
m e nt G eneral Reyes, stand ing near 
Diaz, crum pled into a heap.

been shot through the head and died 
instantly. 
H is death w'as the signal for a ge n- ! 
era! fight. 
In an insta nt the m achine 
guns on the roof of the cathed ral be­ 
gan spitting the ir hall of lead and 
steel, and sim ultaneously the artillery 
w hich had approached from the south 
began an atta c k on the cavalry. 
T he m ob in the stre e ts sw ung alnuit 
and he a t a ha sty re tre a t for a ny k ind 
of shelter. 
In a m inute or tw o the 
plaza w as filled w ith the dead and dy­ 
ing. 
It is conservatively e stim ated 
tha t 200 w'ere k illed in the plaza and 
tha t 500 w ere wounded.

national palace in the Zocalo plaza.

bad been shouting for Diaz presented 
a rm s as the presid ent passed them . 
M adero w as followed by an im m ense j 
throng shouting “Viva M adero.”
